Ashland has had but one 
Western Union wire in working order all 
day and has been crowded to its utmost ca- 
pacity to handle the business. Railroads 
have patched up their wires on stumps, sticks, 
and in fact any way to lift them 
from the ground. Fifty poles are out along 
the Northwestern’s wire and along the whole 
distance the wire is not lifted over two feet 
from the ground. Double crews of line men 
are out right and day and section men are 
being pressed into the service to keep Ashb- 
land’s communication with the outside world 
in working order. . 
Arrivals from Glidden tonight say the city 
is out of danger and confirm the statement 
that the reports were the result of the nerv- 
ousness of the operator at that point.

AsHLAND, Wis., Sept. 3. — [Special.

The same pre- 
cautions will be taken tonight. It was found 
that incendiaries were at work in the city en- 
deavormg toadd to the general consterna- 
tion. Five were arrested and thrown into 
jail. Ashland officials are alse keeping a 
sharp lookout for 4ncendiaries, as there were 
two attempte made last night to fire the Chi- 
eago, St. Paul, Midneapolis Mad Omaha depot, 
but were discovered in time to prevent fires. 
This road has suffered more than any other 
out of Ashland.’ Owing to the burned bridges 
Washburn and Bayfield are now receiving 
their maiis by boat from Ashland, ferries car- 
rying the pouches across Chequamegon Bay. 
Steamer Plow Boy with its pumps and also 
steamer Fashion of Ashland were both sent 
to Washburn last night in answer to telegrams 
summoning them for the purpose of keeping 
water continually playing over the dockage 
property. 
The reports that Glidden had burned are 
untrue. The operator at thnt place became 
uneasy yesterday with the fire commg up so 
closely to the town, and he wired out that the 
town was burning and then left his post, and 
nothing definite coutd be learned of the situa- 
tion for several-hours afterward. The inHabi- 
tants had a hard fight. however, from Satur- 
day morning until early this morning, and the 
tuwn was not reported entirely out of danger 
until today. 
At Marengo, between Glidden and Ashiand, 
there are only two small buildings left 
standing. Everything is in ashes there. The 
long trestle work of the Duluth, South 
Shore and Atlantic was among the first to go 
and ohly the twisted raiis lie in tortuous lines 
marking the place where the immense piles 
once stood, The work was nearly fifty feet 
high and spanned neariy a mile of territory. 
Bridges along the Omaha line are being put 
in again as rapidly as possible. The one at 
Meson has been rebuilt and construction 
trains are still working on those between Ash- 
land and Washburn on the Scoot”’ line. 
Large num bers of refugees arrived in Ash- 
land today, having been burned out of every- 
thing, and scores of settlers are left without 
the merest pittance to provide themselves 
shelter, and they are being taken into the 
Ashland homes and provided with necessities 
until relief can be given them from some 
other searce.

STORY OF THE DITCHED TRAINMEN. 


Escape with Their Lives at Pokegama, but 
by a Narrow Margin. 

Sr. Croup, Minn., Sept. 8.—The first eye- 
witnesses of the great forest fire to reach St. 
Cloud from the scene of the fire were the 
trainmen of No. 46, which was ditched one 
and a half miles on the other side of Poke. 
gama; The crew consisted of Conductor E. 
E. Parr, Enginegr Will Vogel, Fireman Joe 
Sacher, and Brakemen John Delaney and 
Michael Whalen, and John Vandersluiz, the 
Great Northern express messenger. Mr. John 
Vandersluiz thus tells the story of their expe- 
rience; | 

We left Hinckley at the usual time Satur- 
day afternoon. It was smoky and the air was 
hot and oppressive. A wind was blowing as 
hot as from a furnace. Wehad not gone far 
when the smoke began to be so thick it was 
perfectly dark. Our ‘train consisted of an 
engine, raggage car, and coach. As we 
plunged through the darkness, smoke, and 
flame, and rushed over the small bridges and 
wooden culverts We could feel them give 
under the weight of the train. The ties, 
bridges, fences, and the trees above our heads 
were burning. When within one and a half 
miles of Pokegama our train went into the 
ditch, but we all escaped and lay down on 
our faces to kee from . smothering 
But it -. continu to grow worse. 
Finally - we marag to reach a 
smali creek and we threw the water over our- 
selves and put out the fire which caught under 
the car. Over our heads flames 
were lea clear across the right of way. 


It was terrible—awful. Noone can describe 


our experience. At one time we — we 
could not stand it any longer and said good- 
by to each other. fire came with the fury 
of acyclone and must have been traveling 
sixty miles an hour. 
* At5o’clock two of us walked to Poke. 
ama, think we could get relief there, 
hen we got there we found about half the 
people in the river. Their feet were burned 
and blistered and their faces scorched. Some 
of them were so blinded they could not see. 
We took gy a iad to Bay train vite us. 
were abou wenty-four of them. 
They did not know where their neighbors 
were. We tore up our shirts and used the 
linen to cover up the burned and blistered 
feet of the sufferers. At 5 o'clock Sunday 
morning we left the party and train in charge 
of two brakemen and started for Hinckley. 
On the way every tie.in the track was burned 
out, the groun * . yo we found 
many 0 ople w rished. 
When we reached Hinckley We found the re- 
lief train from St. Paul over the St. Paul and 
Duluth had reac there, and everything 
that man could do was being done for the in- 
jured and suffer We found all of Pine 
City a hospital.

MICHIGAN TOWNS ARE THREATENED. 


Country North and West of Iron Mountain 
i in Frames, 

Inox Mobxraix, Mich., Sept. 3.—[Special. 
~The entire country north and west of — 
is in flames, and much damage le being done 
to timber and farm crops, and several towns 
are threatened with destruction. Norway was 

in imminent danger yesterday, and the inhab- 
itants turned out and fought the fire for ten 
hours, when the danger was partly averted. 
Farmers have suffered severely by the de- 
struction of their crops. A special train was 
held at Amberg,about twenty miles below here, 
yesterday all day to take people from that 
place if it was found impossible to save the 
town, Alarm is also felt for the safety of 


four miles north; and Comstock, a small 
town five miles south, have been completely 
wined out ef existence. Only three buildings 
out of sixty remain at Barronett and none in 
the other fowns. The inhabitants barely es- 
caped with their lives and are now in thi 
city, Only one life was lost so far as known, 
that of Aleck Erickson, 50 years old, who 
perished in the flames at Barronett Saturday 
evening. 

The scene at Barronett and Granite Lake 
Saturday afternoon was terrifying. A whirl- 
wind of flame swept down upon towns at 
2 o'clock, setting fire to scores of buildings 
and acres of lumber at the same instant. The 
inhabitants were appalled and fied in the 
wildest confusion. The very air seemed to 
be on fire. Women and children, overcome 
by the heat, fainted while in full flight. The 
work of reacue was heroic, the railroad com- 
pany assisting with two trains, one on 
either side of the town. More than 200 
square miles of farming lands have been 
burned over, and the destruction is widespread 
and cannot be estimated at this time. any 
people have been fearfully burned. and many 
are mening: but no further deaths are report- 
ed, Relief headquarters have been estab- 
lished here. Alltrain and telegraph commu- 
nication was cut off yesterday and last night, 
which has delayed the work of relief. 
total logs in this vicinity ie estimated at 
$400,000, the Barronett Lumber compartty 
being the chief loser. 


ONLY ONE PASSENGER TRAIN BURNED. 


Report of the Destruction of a Second 
Proves False. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Sept. 3.—![Special.]—The 
report that train No. 4 of the Eastern Minne- 
sota, which left Duluth Saturday at 1 p. m. 
for St. Paul, was burned with its 450 passen- 
gers, was again officially denied today. It 
seems that this train got as far ‘as Hinckley, 
and, being unable to get farther, turned back 
towards Duluth with several carloads of 
frightened refugees, reaching that city safe and 
sound, Every one of the 450 escaped without 
injury. General Passenger Agent Whitney 
of the Great Northern gave the following state- 
ment regarding this train: The report is ab- 
solutely false. On the contrary this train 
from Duluth, which should have arrived in 
St. Paul Saturday evening, arrivedin Hinck- 
ley and when the engineer discovered 
that the fire beyond was so great that he 
could not go farther he turned for Duluth. 
where the train now is, In rd to freight 
train No. 46 which went off the track at 
Pokegama, where it now is, it proved a haven 
of refuge to a large number of people who 
are now making it their home. These 
people are in no danger of fire and the fact 
of that train being there undoubtedly saved 
many lives,“

C. D. O'Brien Deseribes His Thrilling Ex- 


pertence Near Hinckley. 

Sr. Pal., Minn., Sept. 3.—[Special.]—Ald, 
Brady returned from Pine City today. He 
stated that Father’ Lawler of St. Luke’s 
Church, this city, was one of the passengers 
on the ill-fated train and had a narrow escape 
from death. When the train stopped at Skunk 
Lake he was so overcome by heat and smoke 
he fell face downward in the water and was 
only saved from drownimg by a small boy, 
who held his head out of the water until he 
was sufficiently recovered to aid himself. 

Ex-Mayor C. D. O'Brien, who is recovering 
frum his injuries received while on the St. 
Paul aud Duluth train that ran the gantiet 
of fire Saturday night today, gives the follow- 
ing additional facts of his experience: 

* A crowd of people burst out of the woods 
on our left; they came towards the train and 
as they reached the wire fence I could see the 
men were dragging the women and children 
through it, tearing their, clothes as they did 
80. ey were all making a strange sound. a 
sort of moan. ‘They scrambled up the banks 
to the track and were taken into the car. Fe 
this time it had grown suffocatingly hot all 
about, and we heard a heavy roar 
and looking out on the right of 
the train we saw the flames 
were upon us, a mass of fire moving and 
twisting like a cyclone. I gtepped back into 
the car and shut the door just as it struck the 
train. Ve began to move backward and just 
as we moved every window in the car fell in 
with a crash. The men drew down the rubber 
blinds and these lasted about half a minute, 
and the women tore off the linen coverings 
from the seats, wet them, and held them up. 
Meantime the train was getting up speed. 
It gave one lurch and 1 thought 
it was the track, but it re- 
covered and went on. By the tithe 
we hed got up full speed we were out of the 
fire, but the train was in flames.“ As both the 
ront and rear of our car was on/ fire, the only 
hing todo was to get out as quickly as possi- 
ble, One side of the rear platform was still 
intact we got off there, Some one shout- 
ed, Stay in the car,’ and some of the women 
went back and had to be taken out again. 

„Saw that where we had got off the grass 
was short and seemed wet, so that it seemed 
unlikely that the fire would catch there. We 
all lay flat with oyr faces to the ground. The 
line of fire was then 300 or 400 feet away, I 
thought, I crawled along on the ground to 
what seemed to be a sandy patch or the bed 
of a stream, where welay for a while. All 
this time the air was full of sparks and 
fire, and the women's dresses were ignit- 
ing. The negro porter of our car stood 
with hie back to the flames using the fire ex- 
tinguisher to put out the flames as they 
caught the clothing of the women and chi- 
dren. He was a brave man, Some one said 

y had seen the gleam of water as the train 
ha 2 a point above where we then 
were and I crawled up on my hands and 
knees till I gaw that there was water there 
and we got the women and children into 
it. My brother and son were with me 
at thie time. Mrs. E. N. Saunders 
and a party of seven children, four 
of her own and three others, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Gorman. After about an hour, as 
the wind was blowing hard, we were able to 
see and got out of the place where we were to 
a spot where the water was only six inches 
deep, then into the mud, and by 6 o clock we 
were on dry ground, where we remained until 
relief came.”’ 

Mrs. Saunders says she considers that she 
and her children owe their lives to Mr, 
O'Brien.

SPEECHES ON WAGES AND WORKMEN. 


John F. Waters Offers a Single- Tax mounédy 
for All Evils. 
John F. Nellis, in ealimg the meeting to 
order, said that the assemblage had gathered 
on this occasion to celebrate labor’s national 
holiday, which had been set apart by the 
American Federation of Labor so -that the 
workingmen may lay aside their tools. He 
referred to Congressman McGann as the man 
who had done much for labor and then intro- 
duced Attorney John F. Waters as a man who 
for ten years had studied the labor question. 
The speaker was greeted with prolonged ap- 
plause and said: 
At the request of your Committee on 
Speakers and with the fervent hope that I may 
be able to say something to stimulate your 
investigation have I come to speak to you of 
the only plan Ihave been abie to discover 
after a research of ten years that will lead to 
the emancipation of labor. Whatever mey 
be your political affiliations; whether you are 
Democrat, Republican, Populist, Communist, 
or Anarchist, I know we can agree upon two 
propositions: First, labor does not under ex- 
isting conditions get a fair and equitable 
share of the wealth it produces; second, it is 
high time that some system was adopted that 
will lead to the amelioration of the condition 
of the working masses. The present century 
has been the most remarkable for the inven- 
tion and perfection of labor-sa ving machinery 
the world has ever seen. The utilization of 
steam and electricity, the invention and per- 
fection of ‘labor-saving machinery have so 
enormously multiplied ‘the effectiveness of 
bor that in many avocations today one man 
can produce as much wealth as 100 could 
fifty years ago. 
Not a Day of Pleasure. 


„% This ought to be the best day of the best 
week of the best month of the best year of 
the best century the world has ever seen, but 
itis not. As we advance in the scale of ma- 
terial progress poverty assumes a darker as- 
pect. hat is poverty? It is the absence of 
wealth. Whatis wealth? Wealth consists of 
natural products removed, secured, or other- 
wise changed, for the gratification of human 
desires. hat are the factors of production? 
There are but three—land, labor, and capital. 
By land. I mean natural opportunities. I 
mean all that which God put here without 
human agency. By labor is meant human 
exertion, either physical of mental. By cap. 
ital is meant that part of a man’s wealth 
from which he expects soderive an income, 
Do the people of the United States have these 
factors for the production of wealth?“ 

Here the speaker entered into a lengthy dis- 
cussion of the factors of production, demon- 
strating that in so far as natural opportuni. 
ties were concerned the people of the United 
States were most happily situated, and pos- 
sessed more natural wealth [land] than any 
other on the face of the revolving sphere. 
That her laborers had been drawn from every 
country and clime, and were the most intel- 
ligent, energetic, and enterprising the sun 
shines upon. As to the factor of production, 
capital, he said the labor-saving inventions of 
the American people challenged the admira- 
tion of civilization, and yet with all these 
factors of production, he asked : ; 

„% What is your condition? Here in Chicago, 
the brightest gem in America’s coronet of 
city diamonds, the metropolis and pride of 
the great State of Illinois, and destined to be 
the metropolis of the world, though your ele- 
vators groan with the grain of the West. 
though thousands of cattle, sheep, and hogs 
are daily slaughtered in your sham bles, though 
your bank vaults teem with millions of money, 
and the show windows of your great depart- 
ment stores flash with more than a prince’s 
ransom—tonight upon your streets, lighted by 
electricity traversed by cable cars, thou- 
sands of men, driven into enforced idleness, 
beg for the necessaries of life, and over 40,- 
000 young girls, who were intended by their 
Creator to make cheerful the firesides and 
homes ef honest men, walk your streets and

The speaker then advocated as a remedy the 
abolition of all taxes upon labor and the 

roducts of labor. He said: Do not tax 

ouses, for houses are good things—we need 
more houses. Do not tax gooda—we need 
more goods, and whenever you tax a man for 
— Seeane you, to some extent, dis- 
courage the producticn of that thing. There 
is but one thing ih the universe that you can 
tax without discouragmg its production and 
that is land values. If you tax land values 
you will have more land. For the town lots, 
the unused farms, the unused mineral beds 
now held by speculators will either be used by 
them, thereby giving employment to labor, 
or will be thrown open for use by the labor- 
ers, giving labor an opportunity to employ it- 
self. This is what is called the sngle-tax 
It is not in fact a tax; it is simply 
taking, for the expenses of the community, 
that value which attaches to land on account 
of the growth of the community.“ 


CONGRESSMAN LARRY M’GANN TALKS. 


Advises the Workingmen on How to Bet- 
ter Their Condition, 

While Mr. Waters was speaking there were 
cries of “* Pomeroy, the blackleg.“ showing 
that the laboring people are not in favor of 
the men who tried to force upon them the 
Ryan Populist ticket nominated in Brick- 
layers’ Hall last Saturday. The jam on the 
platform was so great that many speakers, 
among them muny women, had to stand up. 
Mrs. Mary Ellen Lease stood in the crowd 
listening attentively, and Mrs. Lucy Parsons 
was there standing by the side of Miss Kavan- 
augh. 
Just as Waters finished a drunken horse- 
shoer made trouble in the audience by start- 
ing a fight. Within a few minutes there was 
general excitement and the police were 
obliged to hustle the participants away. 
Richard Powers then rose spoke in 
favor of Lawrence E. McGann as a man who 
had worked for the laboring classes. He was 
in favor of the Populist ticket, and told the 
audience not to heed either Republicans or 
Democrats and vote the People’s ticket. He 
had seen Republicans and Democrats scratch 
each other’s backs, as John Sherman and 
Grover Cleveland had done, but not in the 
interests of the laboring classes, The names 
of Sherman and Cleveland were loudly hissed. 
Congressman McGann was next introduced, 
and three cheers were proposed and given 
witha hearty will. Mr. McGann said: 


Mr. MoGann’s Speech. 


** Your Chairman in introducing me said I 
would speak as a trade unionist. I stand here 
to address you asa private citizen also. What 
I say will be for the purpose of calling your 
attention to your duty, which is that of bet- 
tering your condition. In speaking today it 
is due I sheuld refer to the day itself. The 
bill making this day a national holiday was 
not drawn by me, as has been said here today, 
for Amos Cummings of New York introduced 
it and a Mr. Hobbs of the District of Colum- 
bia formulated the bill, and it came to me 
through committee. I presented the report 
upon it, which was adopted, and finally be- 
came a law. ; ; 

„Our workmen should study the proposi- 
tions for their benefit and decide upon 


legislation to be asked for. They 
do that in England—why should 
not American workmen do likewise? Let us, 


each Lubor day, hold a congress and formu- 
late propositions tor the amelioration of the 
people. Send them to your representatives 
with your earnest, intelligent indorsement, 
and the laws will be changed. We have 
denounced laws, but we have failed to formu- 
late propositions for enactment into law, and 
until we do that none of the representatives 
will secure what you want. Iask you to at- 
tend to this work Labor day of each year. 
We must select men to formulate the laws we 
want enacted to lessen our hardships. * 

I repeat to you that when we stand united 
we will win, but when we are divided and 
fighting we will lose, and we ought to lose. I 
want to put this motion to the people here, 
and I want the motion to be put to each labor 
union represented here at its next meeting.”’ 
Mr. McGann then recited the motion he re- 
ferred to and it was repeated by the Chair- 
man of the meeting as follows - 
Resolved, That on each National Labor day a 
National Congress should be heid to formulate 
laws to be presented to the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the Senate for enactment. 

On a call from the Chair a vote was taken 
on the resolution and it was unanimously 
adoped. The speaker then continued: 


Honesty and Temperance Kequisite. 


„Jam willing to grasp the hand of the sin- 
gle taxer. I say to the men of the trades that 
your salvation, your only hope isin standing 
together in organization. The chariot of 
progress is riding you down and the only re- 
hef for you is in a reduction of the hours of 
labor until all can have work in the trades. 
They are doing this in England and the work- 
men there demand and receive respect. Stand 
united on a single proposition and there is not 
a representative who will not listen to you 
with respect. 

It devolves upon you that some means 
are provided that as soon as persons are dis- 
placed by the labor-saving machinery some- 
thing is done to find places for those who have 
lost their positions. No*man is aware more 
thar I am that the machinery will cheapen the 
cost of production, but I do say that the la- 
boring people are not getting the benefit of 
it. The cause of poverty is that thousands 
upon thousands of children are set to 
work in their tender years before 
their moral character is formed, and young 
women who are robbed of their virtue and the 
young men of their character stand on the 
eve of life mere wrecks. And unless we act 
under the fundamental principles of the laws 
of life, honesty, and temperance, we cannot 
expect any change for the better. But I am 
satisfied that under this government there is 
an opportunity for every man and child to 
enjoy the blessings of life, which we all 
desire. 


Pay Their Respects to McGann. 


Chairman Nellis then introduced M. R. 
Grady of the Bricklayers’ Union, who pre- 
sented to Mr. McGann the following resolu- 
tions, engrossed and adopted by all the trades 
belonging to the Trades and Labor Assembly:

‘FEW TRADERS OR TRADING RUMORS 


ON HAND. 


Curb Feeling Easier, with but Little Trade 
Liverpool Keported Weak and Un- 
changed as to Prices—Kaips Have at 
Indirect Effect on Corn=Missouri Crop 
Report Shows a 28 Point Drop in Con- 
dition for a. Month - Little Business 
Done on South Water Street. 


Only a few traders gathered on the curb 
and in commission-house offices to hear frag- 
ments of unimportant gossip regarding the 
markets. There were of course no outside 
market quotations, but Liverpool was re- 
ported in a roundabout away as rather weak 
at unchanged prices. The feeling on wheat 
was easier, the curb price for December being 
about 56}<c, against 56 e the closing figure 
of Saturday. May cora was nominally 52%¢e, 
or e lower than at Saturday’s ending. 
Local rains and showers in the West obntrib- 
uted to the weakness. They can scarcely help 
corn itself but will improve pastures and 
thus affect corn indirectly. The trade had some- 
what of a bullish surprise in the Missouri State 
report for August. It shows adecline of 28 
points in the condition of corn, It is now 60 
against 88 for July. 

The following is from Prime's monthly report: 
“The month of August closes with the whole coun- 
try (that is the surplus grain growing States) 
still in a droughty condition. We have had a 
week of uniform temperature and so far we have 
no indications of frosts. This makes the fourth 
consecutive dry fall. Less rain has fallen tfis 
week than any previous week during August. 
The only developments of the present week in 
corn are simply confirmation of the widespread 
destruction of the crop, in Nebraska and lowa 
and some improvement in those areas in the 
southwestern portions of the corn belt which 
have been favored with rain. Corn now is matur- 
ing slowly and we ought to in to hear within 
the next ten or fteen ays of more or 
less of it out of the way of the frost. 
As regards winter wheat, we have had a slow 
week for plowing. A little work has been done 
in Southern Illinois and Seutbern Indiana, where 
rains have fallen. Kansas and Missouri are still 
backward, and so are Michigan and Ohio. We 
may have another season of late seeding, the 
same as in 1893, the effects of which, however, 
did not prevent the harvesting of a big crop in 
1894. The movement of winter wheat has fallen 
off almost to noth at roints of production. 
This is attributed to the short corn crop and the 
feeding of wheat. There is a big falling off in 
receipts of oats and old corn from farmers.

Not much business was stirr South Water 
street owing to the holiday. rains early

RUSSIAN THISTLE IN ILLINOIS. 


Prof. Clinton of Champaign Writes Con- 
cerning Its Distribution in the State. 

CHAMPAIGN, III., Sept. 8.—[Editor of the Trib- 
une. Since the discovery in Illinuis of the Rus- 
sian thistle—or as it is botanically termed sal- 
soli kali tragus—interest in this weed seems to 
have become quite general. So far as I have 
been able to learn this plant was first discovered 
and identified in this State by myself at Polo, 
Aug. 14, 1894, a note of the same being made 
Aug. 17 in the Ogle County Press. Since then 1 
have been — ai interested in the seed, and 
have made a number of botanical trips to differ- 
ent towns in Northern Lllinois to establish its 
distribution, its probable abundance, and the 
possibility of its spreading. 

So far as I have been able to find the ‘plant, it 
seems to be limited to railroads, almost always to 
their yards, and in general is to found only 
along those roads that have a direct traflic from 
the North, It seems that the Chicago, Burlington 
and Northern, which has a line from Chicago to 
Minneapolis. and whieh carries many cattle 
trains from the Northwest, has been one of the 
most prolific sources of infection. It is probable 
that the infected areas inthe State have been 
started in almost all cases by seeds dropped from 
the stock cars along the tracks. 

At Polo about forty plants were found along 
the switch track of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Northern. Most of these plants had been cut, 
and none as yet had matured seed. The plants 
were mostly small, although a few attained a 
diameter of a couple of feet. As I have made a 
careful study of the flora of the road at this 
point this was undoubtedly the first year of their 
appeerance there. The Lilinois Central road also 
passes the town, but no plants could be found 
along its right of way. At Oregon, thirteen miles 
east of Polo, and on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Northern, a careful search of the yards revealed 
but four plants, and these were but poorly devel- 
oped, On the road between these two towns no 
plants could be found. 

It was also learned that the weed had made its 
appearance at Davis Junction. This town is on 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad. 
I did not visit this place, and so cannot say how 
abundant the plants are there. All three of the 
above towns are in Ogle County. 

Savanna, Carroll County, is about thirty 
miles west of Polo. This town being on the Mis- 
sissippi River, and having large yards for both 
the Chicago. Burlington and Northern and the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, seemed a very 
probabie point of infection. Such, on investiga- 
tion, it proved to be.“ From the station of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Northern along the 
tracks south to the yard limits, a distance of 
more than a mile, specimens could occa- 
sionally be found; but at a point about half 
way between they were the most common weed. 
While most of the plants were yet rather small 
there were quite a number of vigorous specimens, 
one plant in fact attaining a diameter of four 
feet and a height of about three feet. Along the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul the plants were 
not nearly as common, and werefound mostly in 
the vicinity of the tracks where this road crosses 
the Chicago, Burlington and Northern. The 
vitality of the plant was illustrated by its grow- 
ing in places on the cinder-bed sof the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, where no other plants 
were found. From Savanna westward, in Iowa, 
along the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
plants were found occasionally fora distance of 
three or four miles. This was the only place 
where plants were found away from towns. In 
the vicinity of Savanna there must be several 
thousand plants of this thistle, many of them 
quite vigorous and all apparently going to seed 
without molestation. avanna can probably 
claim a greater variety, abundance, and luxuri- 
ance of weeds than any other city in the State, 
bet the Russian thistle has not yet escaped there 
as a street weed. An examination at Freenort of 
the yards of the Illinois Central, Chicago and 
Northwestern, and Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroads failed to abe any specimens of 
this weed, 

At Chicago a newspaper item in Tage CHIcAGco 
TRiBUNE of Aug. 30 states that the Russian 
‘thistle had been found at Sixty-third street and 
Oglesby avenue by Prof. Higley, and at the In- 
diana street dump, near the lake, by Prof. E. J. 
Hill, On the same date, after a careful examina- 
tion, but two plants were found by me along the 
railroad tracks at the Stock-Yards. This was 
somewhat of a surprise, as I had expected that 
these plants would be found rather abundantly 


ere. 

The Russian thistle has been; reperted at the 
agricultural experiment station as also occur- 
ring a¥ other points in Northern [llinois. From 
this it will be seen that the plant has been quite 
widely distributed, and at one place, at least, is 
becomi rather abundant. At most of these 
places this is undoubtedly the first year of its 
appearance. At Savanna, however, it seems 
quite ey that the plant was there at least last 
yeur. If these plants are allowed to go to seed 
it is quite likely that next year will see the w 
esca somewhere into the towns and country. 

While the Russian thistle has proved such a 
foe to the farmers of Dakota, and has now es- 
caped into Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Colorado, and perhaps one or two 
other States, it does not seem AI that it will 
ever prove so injurious a pest in IIIinois. Upon 
this point, however, one cannot be certain, and 
so every precaution should be taken to prevent 
further spread. In this the railroads can now 
render the most efficient aid; and, moreover, as 
they are responsible for its introduction, they 
certainly should be the most active in preventing 
its further distribution. G. P. CLINTON, 
Assistant Botanist Agricultural Experiment Station. 


“Value of Rye as a Crop. 

Topeka, Kas., Sept. 1.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. I have believed for twenty-five years that 
most of us in what is called the West did not 
sufficiently appreciate the value of rye as a late fall 
and early spring pasture crop. Where conditions 
are at all favorable it furnishes an astonishing 
quantity of rich, succulent grazing just at a time 
of year when it is most relished and most needed 
by all kinds of farm animals, even including 
poultry. It pieces out to great advantage 
other’ feed that may be scant or poor, 
and while especially agreeable to all 
the stock it will make poorly nourished cows 
practically double their milk in quantity and

Way of a New n Asso- 
clation=Illinois Central Hasn’t Taken 
Chesapeake and Ohio—Ralilway Notes. 


Through shipments of east-bound freight 
from Chicago last week by all-rail lines de- 
creased nearly 2,000 tons. While this isa 
disappointment, yet there is no reason for 
railroad managers to be discouraged. The 
total shipments for the corresponding week 
last year were only a little over 1,000 tons 
larger. The decrease last week was not due 
to increased stagnation in business, but to 
the fact that rates from Mississippi River 
points via interior junction points to New 
York were 6 cents a hundred pounds less on 
packing-house products than via Chicago. 
On grain and other articles rates via junction 
points are also lower than via Chicago. The 
difference in rates on packing-house products 
has now been wiped out by the Chicago lines, 


via Chicago, and consequently a material in- 
crease in east-bound shipments may be looked 
for in the next statement. On other articles 
than packing-house products the differ- 
ence in rates, no doubt, will be ad- 
justed by the managers of the Central 
Traffic Association lines, who meet in this 
city next Friday to take action in the matter. 
Total shipments of flour, grain, and provise- 
ions from Chicago through to seaboard points 
and for export by the various Central Traffic 
Association lines for the week ending last 
Thursday amounted to 24,522 tons, inst 
26,377 tons for the week previous 5,- 
962 tons for the corresponding week last 
year. Fiour shipments last week were 1,806 
tons, against 1,295 tons last year; grain 
12,176 tons, against 15,593 tons; provie- 
ions 10,450 tons, against 9,074 tons.

MANY OBSTACLES ARE IN THE WAY. 


Renewed Effort to Be Made to Form a 
Transcontinental Aasociation, 

Another effort will be made to bring about 
the fofmation of a new transcontinental asso- 
ciation. The Southern Pacific has its heart 
set on uniting the various roads between the 
Missouri River and the Pacific coast and St. 
Paul and the Pacific.coast so far as the con- 
duct of passenger affairs is concerned, and it 
does not propose to give up without a deter- 
mined struggle. The opinion is freely ex- 
pressed by many of the Western managers 
that the Southern Pacific’s object is to gain 
control of the Pacific coast passenger busi- 
ness and dictate to the other lines how it shall 
be conducted. This has been the experience 
under the old agreement. The Southern Pa- 
cific always insists upon havinga Chairman 
to whom it can dictate what he shall do. This 
is one of the most serious objections on the 
part of seme roads to the formation of the 
proposed association. The Santa Fé and one 
or two of the other roads strenuously object 


if an association is formed, it shall be 
managed by an executive body tomposed of 
General Passenger Agents of association 
roads, who shall elect a Chairman or presid- 
ing officer from their own number. is, of 
course, will not be to the Southern Pacific’s 
liking and it will fight the proposition. The 
troubles between the North Pacific coast lines 
are also of a serious nature. The Canadian 
Pacific ple say they do not object to a dif- 
ferential rate being given to the Oregon Rail- 
way and Navigation company and they claim 
to be heartily in favor of a new association. 
What the Canadian Pacific wants is a good 
differential by its own line, but the Northern 
Pacific and, it is claimed, the Union Pacific 
also are opposed to differentials either by the 
Canadian Pacific or the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation company. It is not believed the 
meeting, which reconvenes at Auditorium 
Hote] tomorrow, will be able to surmount the 
obstacles now in the way of a new Transcon- 
tinental Association. 


Association Will Not Collapse. 


Whenever east-bound rates are cut the cry is 
raised that the Central Traffic Association is 
about tocollapse. While it is true that east- 
bound freight rates are just now in a bad state 
of demoralization there is not the least prob- 
ability that the association will go to pieces. 
There has been scarcely a week forthe last ten 
peers when east-bound rates were not more or 
ess slaughtered by some of the roads, and not 
until the millennium arrives is it probable rate- 
cutting will cease entirely. But none of the 
roads is in favor of breaking up the association, 
whica, notwithstanding its shortcomings, is of 
immense value to the roads. They all agree that 
if the association were abandoned rate-cutting 
would become far more serious; all restraints 
would be removed, and the roads would go in 
and cut each others throats and ferce rates 
down to such figures as would throw the majority 
of them into bankruptcy. 


Cut Rates Stimulate Traffic. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 3.—[Special. }—The 
rate war between Indianapolis and Chicago will 
be kept up thie week. The Lake Erie and West- 
ern announces it willShave the great Whaleback 
World’s Fair excursion steamer to carry its pas- 
sengers from St. Joseph across the lake.

The Eleventh District Fight. 

Orrawa, III., Sept. 3.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—The so-called unit rule’’ of political 
action originated in the time-honored practice of 
instructing delegates to political conventions 
bow to represent the constituencies from which 
they derived their powers. This rule has always 
been based on majority rule in politics, as in 
every other line of social action. 

To say there is no such thing as unit rule is 
error. To say that the instructions of one con- 
vention to its delegates entering into the com- 
position of another convention are not binding 
is a fallacy. How far binding is a question. 

The unit rule was employed by every county in 
the convention that nominated the lamented 
Fullerton, candidate for Congress in this dis- 
trict, at Streator July 19, 1804. 

One hundred and forty-one times every vote of 
La Salle County was cast by Capt. Mayo as Chair- 
man, although it was said a few dissentients ex- 
pressed a wish to be released from instructions, 
but did not care to make a fight for release be- 
fore the convention. Every vote of Bussau County 
was cast for Gen. Henderson. Every vote of 
Livingston went to C. C. Strawn, At the close 
the unit rule was adopted by the Woodford 
County delegates. Their vote was cast by their 
Chairman for Capt. Fullerton, and he was 
nominated. 

When should the unit rule cease to be binding? 
Whenever a lock occurs in the proceedings of a 
deliberative body, where employed so that it is 
apparent a resuit cannot be attained until the 
units are dissolved. 

How should they be dissolved? By a rule of 
the body, which is superior to all its constituents, 
simply defining the manner in which the votes of 
the several constituencies must be cast, this 
clearly be within the power of every delibera- 


tive assem bjage. 

This was the course pursued in the national 
convention Of 1876 for the release of a minority 
of the Pennsylvania delegation from the instruc- 
— of their State convention to vote for Gen. 

rant. 

A different method was adopted at Chicago in 
1880—pamely: the admission of delegates from 
Congressional districts direct, some of whom 
bad been very informally appo nted in defiance 
of the State conventions, which theretofore had 
always paseed upon the delegations to national 
conventions. 

As a matter of fact the unit rule is yet in vogue, 
notwithstanding the p nts ci for 
the reason it has never been barred by com- 
petent authority from any party convention be- 
neath the national one. 

f there is wrong in the unit rule, that wrong 
lies in the sentiment which disregards we rights 
of minorities at the primaries in county 
conventions whence emanate the delegations to 
Ligher conventions. 

n the La Salle County convention held at Ot- 
tawa July 17 to appoint delegates to the first 
Congressional convention of the Eleventh Die- 
trict were forty persons who favored the candi- 
dacy of O. B. Ryan of Streator and thirty persons 
who favored Archibaid Means of Peru for Con- 
gress.

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| RUSH OF THE FLOOD. 


OHIOAGO NEWSPAPERS DO BATTLE 
WITH TORRENTS OF WATER. 


It Gushes Into Press- Rooms and for a 
Time Stops All Machinery The Trib- 
une” Basement Pamped Oat by Fire 
Department Engines—Van Buren and 
Washington Street Tunnels Impassable 
for Cable Trains<One Terrific Cloud- 
Burst Five Persons Drowned Out West. 

Much excitement was caused by the rumor 
last night that the press-rooms of several 
morning newspapers had been flooded by the 
storm and that the papers would be una hle to 
issue this morning. This was true in part, 
and had the storm continued the results would 
have been serious. The office of the Times 
was the first to call for help. Water had 

poured into the basement until it was im- 


possible to operate the presses without 
the aid of pumps. Up-stairs some 
ancient skylight gave the storm 


an opportunity to deluge the composing and 
stereotyping rooms, and the damage will be 
considerable. Across the street the Staats- 
Zeitung basement was flooded, but the men 
operated their own pumps and cleared the 
press-room and cellar. The Inter- Ocean base- 
ment and press-room was flooded with two feet 
of water, and the city Fire Department pumped 
it out. 

At Tun Trisune office the water reached a 
depth of four feet in the beiler and press pits, 
and the Fire Department was called on for 
assistance. At 11:40 o’clotk a call was made 
for an engine. One arrived and began work 
at 12:25. In an hour the cellar was practi- 
cally free from watetz and all danger averted. 
The Post Buildmg basement was flooded. The 
other papers were not affected materially. 


Torrent in the Tunnel. 


The Van Buren street tunnel was a scene of 
much damage and great inconvenience. 
Water rushed ina torrent to the bottom of 
the incline and there was no outlet for it. 
Cedar blocks were loosened from their posi- 
tion and set floating around in the ragmg 
waters. At 11:30 0’clock four west- bound 
trains and one east-bound train were stalled 
at either end of the tunnel and passengers 
were compelled to walk back and 
adopt the primitive horse car. The tun- 
nel was not passable uftil 2 o'clock this 
morning. The same condition existed in the 
jo mage pot street tunnel, with the exception 
of the floatmg paving blocks. Trains were 
delayed for several hours and not until mid- 
night did the cars plow through the water, 
with passengers standing on the seats. There 
was comparatively littie trouble in the La 
Salle street tunnel. The rain had stopped at 
1 o'clock this morning. 

Just when the theaters were letting out the 
crowds last night something cracked up in 
the clouds. There came a crash like a car- 
load of dishes falling down an iron'staircase, 
and the rain followed. Five minutes later 
puddles had grown to miniature lakes and 
every alley-mouth let out a torrent. It 
seemed as if all the water that didn’t fall dur- 
ing the drought was trying to climb down in 
an hour. For an hour and a quarter it rained 
just as hard as it knew how and then sub- 
sided into a steady drizzle for the rest of the 


night. 

Jun when the rain was at its worst what 
sounded like a thunder.bolt burst in the cen- 
ter of the city. The discharge entered Tue 
Trisune office by the telegraph wires, put out 
every electric light in the building, 6verset-a 
pile of forms in the composing-room, and 
generally raised Cain. The same flash threw 
every annunciator in the Telephone Exchange, 
but the night manager denies that any one 
was scured thereat. According to him, if a 
bolt itself dropped inte the office it would re- 
ceive no attention unless it called for a spe- 
cific number. Daylight will show water in 
many a down-town basement. Some of the 
Clark street Chinamen found it last night. 


Coming of the Big Storm. 


The terrible drought which had afflieted 
Chicago the and surrounding country since 
June 16 passed away yesterday in copious 
showers, which continued to fall at intervals 
during the night. The proclamation of peace 
after a bloody war. or the disappearance of a 
pestilence, could hardly produce a greater 
sense of relief for the moment than wat pro- 
duced by the hard and suaking rain which feil 
between 7 and 9 p. m.. 

The water fell faster than it could run off a 
stone slab, and pedestrians walking along the 
best pavements seemed to be wading in a 
gutter. Umbrellas and raincoats were held 
in conteupt by the storm, which 
never stopped until it reached the 
skin of every one who braved it. 
For the first time in months the 
streets got a real cleaning. But the sewers, 
which no doubt had become choked with 
dust, were taken by surprise and were unable 
to handle so much water on short notice. 
Consequently it not only stood in pools along- 
side the curbstones, but backed up six inches 
of water in most of the down-town basements. 
Prof. Moore of the Weather Bureau said 
last night; I have here the combined and 
averaged rain reports for the last twenty-four 
years in Chicago. From this I learn the 
normal amount of rain for this section is: 
In May, 3.77 inches; in June, 3.92 inches; 
in July, 3.66 inches; and in August, 2.90. 
The total is 14.25 inches. Now, 
what have we received for these months? 
We got in May 3.35 inches, in June 1.96 
inches, in July .6 inch, and in August .6, 
making a total of 6.51 inches, or less than 
half of what we were entitled to. But the fig- 
ures for the last three months are more im- 
pressive still. In June, July, and August we 
were entitled to 10.48 inches, and received 
only 3.16 inches, or less than one-third as 
much. 1 

How was the rain distributed? In the 
first twenty-one days of May we got 3.35 
inches. We got no more till July 20, when 
we got five-tenths of aninch. Then we were 
dry again until Aug. 10, when we got .19 
inch. This was followed by 22 Aug. 11, and 
enough more the succeeding days to make the 
6.51 inches in four months. 

»The rain which we got today and tonight 
has been working up for several days. There 
has been an area of low barometer in the Da- 
kotas, though it was only .4 lower than -else- 
where. The result was light showers Sunday 
morning in Eastern Kansas, Nebraska, lowa, 
Missouri, and Western Illinois. In some 
parts of Kansas the rain was heavy. 
Sunday evening there were light rains 
in Southern Iilinois, Northern Kentucky Sand 
Tennessee, Eastern Kansas and lowa, and 
heavier showers in Missouri. In Kansas City 
there was a terrific rain, in which 3.74 inches 
fell in a few hours. Then, today, our time 
came at last. Up to 7 p. m. only .4of an 
inch fell. But between 7 and 9 p. m. 1.28 
more fell, making 1.68 in all. The tempera- 
ture, which was 74° at 7 a. m. and 79° at 12 
m., fell to 69° at 7 p. m. It will probably be 
a little cooler tomorrow. 

Of course, you will be anxious to know 
how the fire regions of Minnesota and Wis- 
consin are faring. Well, they are not getting 
as much rain as we could all wish. Between 
7 a.m, and 7 p. m. today Green Bay got .12 
inch, Milwaukee .8, Marquette .01 inch, with 
the rain still fallmg; St. Paul 1 inen, De- 
trott . 08 ineh, Grand Haven .04, and Du- 
luth and La Crosse a mere sprinkling. 
In the meanwhile the low barometer 
has shifted to Northeast Minnesota, and the 
conditions are good for more rain in Eastern 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michigan, IIlinois, 
and Indiana, Of course I wish the fire region 
had got more, but I believe enough rain has 
fallen there to check the flames. The conflagra- 
tion itself will have a tendency to produce 
rain, and may have done so without my 
knowledge, as we have no station close to the 
scene of the trouble.

THE NORTHWESTERN FOREST FIRES. 
The fires which, have been raging for the 
last fow days with such terrible fierceness and 
fatality through the densely wooded tracts of 
Northeastern Minnesota, Northwestern Wis- 
consin, and the upper peninsula of Michi- 
gan have proved to be one of the most de- 
structive casualties of the kind since the 
days of thegreat Chicago conflagration and 
the lumber fire at Peshtigo in the same 
month. More than thirty towns, villages, 
and small stations, besides a great number of 
lumber camps, farms, and isolated settle- 
ments, have been literally wiped out of exist- 
ence. Railroads have suffered heavy loss in 
the destruction of bridges, station-houses, 
trestles, tracks, and other property. ‘Thou- 
sands upon thousands of acres of standing 
timber have been burned. 
to fix with any exactness the actual loss of 
life and property, as many places known to 
have been in the direct line of the fire have 
not been heard from. It is not likely that 
the real loss, particularly of life, will ever be 
known. The minimum, howover, is stated at 
about 500. and it may possibly reach a larger 
figure, The property losses are roughly esti- 
mated at about $12,000,000, It is likely 
they may exceed these ,igures when remote 
places are heard from. As compared with 
the Peshtigo fire the loss of life probably is 
about the same. It was estimated that 1,000 
persons were lost at that time, and itis known 
that 750 bodies. were Buried along the Pesh- 
tigo River. The property losses in the latter 
fire, however, were much smaller, as they 
aggregated only about $3,000,000. 


property and life it isa terrible casualty, whose 
only compensation is the heroism of such men 
as the engineer Jim Root and his fireman, who 
saved so many lives at the risk of their own, 
and who remained at their post of duty until 
their duty was accomplished. It is not the 
first time that locomotive engineers have 
proved themselves to be heroes. The strike

It is likely that a more widespread appeal will 
have to be made, for hundreds if not thou- 
sands of families have lost all they have in the 
world and must be supported until they can 
begin the struggle for life anew. Should such 
an appeal be made Chicago, which has been 
through the terrors of conflagration and knows 
what they mean, must be prepared to do its 
part. We are rapidly approaching a winter 
which promises to be one of the hardest ever 
known and which will make unusual calls 
upon the charitable, In this case the appeal, 


alacrity, so that the unfortunate victims may 
be able to get a footimg again before the snow 
flies and thus be prepared to meet as well as 
they can the rigors of winter. 

It is to be hoped the worst news from this 
great calamity has been received. The 
weather bureau in its prognostications says 
that the area of the rainstorm yesterday would 
cover Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Michigan, 
and drench the regions swept by fire. If this 
be true it may stay its further progress. It 
will now be the part of prudence for those 
who are interested in forestry to study the 
causes of this fire and see what measures can 
be taken to prevent such ravages in the 
future. Given the conditions of a long con- 
tinued drought, a strong wind, the grass and 
underbrush as dry as tinder, and the soil 
parched, it only needs the spark St a careless 
hunter, a brush fire negligently left, or a 
cinder from s locomotive tostart a conflagra- 
tion of the most terrible character and one 
which cannot be fought as if it were travers.

Mr. Madden not only does not recognize 
these fundamental facts but he does not sub- 
mit any remedies for alleged evils. He does 
not set forth any plan by which an employer 
may be forced to pay more than the market 
warrants, He does not recognize the part 
which the market plays in fixing the rewards 
of past and present labor. He has no plan to 
offer by which an employer can be forced to 
pay labor more than it receives now. And 
while he fails to call attention to these eco- 
nomic facts he equally fails to make any ref. 
erence to the enormous spirituous consump- 
tion by labor, which takes millions 
from its pockets without returning any 
equivalent. These things he ought 
to have told, and would have told 
if he were thoroughly honest, but he does not. 
The newspaper which states them as part of 
the labor problem is at once denounced as an 
enemy of labor, while the newspaper which 
conceals the facts and tells the workingmen 
that they ought to have more of the product 
and that they are being robbed is called the 
friend of labor, while in reality it is its worst 
enemy. The discontent of labor, which is 
due largely to these very agitators, is based 
upon ignorance, but no effort is made to re- 
move it. On the other hand, workingmen are 
encouraged by these false leaders and papers 
to believe that in some way the conditions im- 
posed by markets may be overcome, that the 
employers can pay more to labor and that en- 
terprise and capital are things which labor 
does not need at all. While workingmen are 
thus misled by these false guides they are told 
that there are no remedies for the alleged 
evils except such as lead directly to State so- 
cialism, which would be infinitely worse for 
the laborer than conditions much worse than 
the present. The leaders of labor as a rule 
are either ignoramuses or demagogues. They 
either are playing upon the passions and 
prejudices of the workingmen for their own 
personal profit or they are unfitted to admin- 
ister the interests of workingmen by dense ig- 
norance, 


JUDGE TULEY ON THE WRONG SIDE. 

There appeared in ‘one of the city papers 
Sunday an article by Judge Tuley condem- 
natory of the action taken by judicial and ex- 
ecutive authorities of the United States at the 
time of the Debs insurrection. He says that 
** Attorney-General Olney has made the Fed- 
eral Government join hands with the railway 
managers to destroy labor organizations 
and that ‘** Attorney-General Olney has done 
more to bring the administration of justice 
into contempt than all his predecessors from 
the beginning of the government. 

It will be seen that Judge Tuley is severe 
on Olney, but curiously enough he has not a 
word to say about Debs. He begins at the 
close of the strike and not at the beginning. 
He does not mention the fact that in May 
there began a peaceful strike at Pullman. 
The men quit work because they thought they 
were entitled to higher wages. Pullman said 
he could not give more, and when his men 
quit he did not try to hire others. Both sides 
rested on their oars. Neither policemen nor 
militiamen were needed to keep the peace. 

After the lawful strike had lasted for about 
two months Debs appeared on the scene and 
attacked the men engaged in carrying on the 
inter-State commerce of the country, thus in- 
jurmg the entire community. He had no 
personal grievance against the roads, nor had 
the employés whos took part in the strike. 
The pretext for attacking thé rcads was that 
they insisted on hauling Pullman sleepers, 
but that pretext.covered a general assault on 
the passenger and freight business of the rail- 
ways. Mayor Hopkins went down in the 
southern part of the city one July day, and 
there he found, according to his testimony 
before the Strike Commission, a mob, and 
a freight train turned over on its side and ly- 
ing right across the track.“ Had the Mayor 
made visits on other days he would have seen 
more mobs and tracks blockaded not with 
Pullman sleepers but with overturned freight 
cars. Owing to incessant obstructions of this 
kind and to assaults on employés it was im- 
possible for the railroads to perform those 
duties for the public which are the reason for 
their existence, Of this crippled condition of 
the roads and the consequent loss of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars a day to the commu- 
nity Judge Tuley says nothing. Why not? 

The railroads being blockaded by the Debs 
insurrectionists applied for relief to the 
United States courts. Where else should they 
have gone? Certaiuly not to Ju dge Tuley, for 
he would have done nothing for them. The 
roads filed bills in equity under the inter- 
State commerce law and got injunctions to 
festrain the Debsites from interfering with 
tnem. Although that law mentions “ unlaw- 
ful combinations and conspiracies Judge 
Tuley says there can be no question that 
this inter-State commerce act is being used 
for a purpose that the law-makers never 
dreamed of.“ It was passed, he says, to 
protect the people against the rail ways. 

There are also statutes empowering the 
President to call out troops when the opera- 
tion of the laws of the United States is ob- 
structed. Judge Tuley says of one of them 
that it was evidently intended for the sup- 
pression of the Southern Ku-Klux.” There. 
fore, according to the Judge, the powers thus 
granted should not be used for the suppres- 
sion of the Debs Ku-Klux. 

Judge Tuley knows very well, when on the 
bench, that the scope ofa law depends on its 
language and not on the intent of the law- 
makers, If the language is broad enough to 
cover an offense, the law extends to that of- 
fense,though the Legislature may not have had 
it in mind when it passed the act. The men 
who put in the Constitution the provision giv- 
ing Congress the power to regulate commerce 
between the States put it there to prevent the 
States from taxing one another’s products. 
The use now made of that provision, to reg- 
ulate charges on railways and steamboats, 
prevent discrimination, etc., is one the Con- 
stitution-makers of 1787 never dreamed of. 
They wisely made a clause broad enough to 
meet all possible contingencies, So sensible 
legislators, when drafting a law for the pur- 
pose of remedying a particular evil, make that 
law general enough to cover other evils relat- 
ing to the same subject-matter which the 
future may bring to light. 

The inter-State commerce law was passed 
for the good of the people. It was enacted so 
they might have the full use and benefit of 
the railroads. Its language is so broad as to 
cover an interference with the rights of the 
people by railroad managers and also by 
striking railroad employés. Were those rights 
protected against one set of aggressors and 
not against another it would be but a half 
law. Judge Tuley says he believes the Su- 
preme Court will decide that workingmen 
engaged in a strike [a Debs boycott insurrec- 
tionary strike] dre not engaged in a conspir- 
acy within the meaning or spirit of the inter- 
State commerce law. Tus Tamer believes 
just the reverse, It has confidence in the 
legal ability and the broad common sense 
of the court of last resort. 

Judge Tuley’s argument is not worthy of 
him. He suppresses facts. No one would 


judge from what he says that there was any 
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employés and the insurrectionary movement 
of the Debsites.. He says the inter-State com- 
merce law “ is sought to be used as a clab to 
Punish workmen and break up their unions.” 
This is playing to the laborites in the galler- 
ies. What workmen have been punished? 
What labor unions have been broken up? 
This is pure 

Judge Tuley’s exclusive abuse of Olney is 
unjust. If the Attorney.General is to be con- 
sured then the President is to be censured 
also—openly and not behind Mr. Olney's 
back. For the President did not act blindly 
on the advice of the Attorney-General. He 
is a good lawyer himself. Other lawyers in 
the Cabinet were consulted, There was a 
general agreement that Cleveland’s duty re- 
quired him to do what he did. Judge Tuley 
should have lashed the President and Cabinet 
and not merely the Attorney-General. 

Judge Tuley’s article will add nothing to 
his reputation. The time will come ufter the 
Supreme Court has torn his weak arguments 
to pieces when he will be ashamed of having 
made them. He may have won the plaudits 
of labor demagogues by what he has written, 
but he has lost something which is far more 
valuable.

Tuesday atid the children must be looked 
afte: and the months with an r do not be- 
long to the summer season. September 
marks the beginning of the social campaign 
at home. It is the time for settling down and 
getting ready for the fall and winter round of 
entertainments, and every indication shows 
they will be as attractive as ever. Those who 
have been away undoubtedly have had a good 
time, though it has been exceptionally hot and 
the cruel drought has stripped the fields and 
forests of their customary summer beauty. 
The summer visitants, however, are not de- 
pendent upon weather for their enjoyment. 
They are sufficient unto themselves for their 
own pleasure and they can minister to others 
also, and thus it has happened that some of 
the most brilliant dinners and receptions this 
season at the resorts have been given by Chi- 
cago ladies and that the finest turnouts have 
been those of Chicago men. 

While many people have been away, many 
more, have staid at hoine. Some of these 
who are indiscreetly ambitious will undoubt- 
edly claim they have been to the watering 
places, but by far the larger number will 
boast that they have staid at home because 
asa summer resort there is no place like 
Chicago. They can truthfully claim that 
they have enjoyed the most delightful weather 
on the continent, and that no other city in the 
country has offered such a round of summer 
attractions; that they have had the finest 
market in the world to draw upon; that they 
have had the lake trips, the parks, and the 
drives for pleasure; that they have had ample 
enjoyment without effort, and that their 
purses are in better condition than those 
whose owners have suffered, in many cases, 
the maximum of discomfort joined to the 
maximum of expense. 

In a few days, however, the absentees will 
be all at home, and wiil be glad to be at 
home, for no person ever leaves Chicago 
without sooner or later becoming homesick 
and yearning to get back, Even though 
the decrees of fashion declare that 
its votaries must leave in summer 
they are always glad to flock back and take 
their places again in the great whirl of gayety 
that makes Chicago such a conspicuous fall 
and winter as well as summer resort. And 
we need that gayety. Chicago is very wicked 
and very dirty, and it will continue to be 
wicked and dirty so long as it is run by the 
man Hopkins, who cares little for goodness 
and still lese for cleanness. Until the city 
can shake off the political incubus which 
rests upon it it must be as happy as it can. 
It will not be completely happy until the 
last of the Democratic bummers are driven 
out of the City Hail; with Hopkins at their 
head, and a new Republican régime takes 
their places. Then will Chicago not only be 
the great summer resort of pleasure-seekers 
but a model city in all that goes to make for 
cleanliness, sanitation, and political sweet- 
ness and light 


INFLUENCE OF PROTECTION ON WAGES. 

A local Democratic paper claims that the 
reduction by the new tariff law of the amount 
of protection given to American industry is 
not responsible for the cutting of wages and 
general disarrangement of the wage scale 
throughout the country. It says: 

All these bosses ignore the fact that there was 


no increase in wages, but in many cases a de- 


crease, after the passage of the McKinley bill 
with its higher rates. There was nothing for the 
workmen in the higher rates. The bosses peck- 
eted everything. And now that rates are low- 
ered they propose to pocket still nfore by cutting 
wages more than the entire cut in prices result- 
ing from lower duties. 

It is to be expected that the Democrats 
should try to persuade the workingmen, 
whose votes they got under false pretenses in 
1892, that there is no connection between 
their tariff policy and the present scarcity of 
employment and diminution of wages, It is 
natural that they should misstate facts in or- 
der to attempt to convince their dupes that 
protection has no influence on wages. The 
wageworkers should not forget that in 1892 
the Democratic head of the New York Labor 
Bureau printed his official report, showing that 
there had been a marked increase in the rates 
of pay in most industries in that State since 
the passage of the McKinley law. The work- 
ingmen did not reflect on the significance of 
those statistics then. Perhaps they wiil now, 
when they are getting so much less than they 
did in 1890. 

In some instances wages were lower in 1892 
than in 1890. That was due to immoderate 
competition between American manufact- 
urers. But taking the country through there 
was a decided rise in wages subsequent to the 
passage of the McKinley bill. In some cases 
the advances were obtained prior to its going 
into force, but after it was knowa it would 
become a law, just as wages began falling 
long before the new tariff measure went into 
force without Mr. Cleveland’s signature, 

Never were wages as high in this country, 
nor their purchasing power as great, as in the 
fall of 1892. Wages had been improving in 
quantity and quality since the resumption of 
specie payment, and they had got to the top 
notch when the workingmen got it into their 
heads that by voting for Cleveland and other 
Democratic candidates and filling the country 
with cheapened foreign goods they could in- 
crease greatly the purchasing power of the 
dollars they got daily or weekly without 
diminishing the number of those dollars. 

They were mistaken. Goods were reduced 
in price, but wages were reduced more, so 
thata man can buy only about four-fifths or 
three-fourths as much with d week’s labor as 
he used to. Democratic organs tell him the 
changes in the tariff had nothing to do with

While the Populists, Socialists, Laborites, 
and Debsites were getting ready to hold their 
convention last month Taz Trrpunsz and other 
Republican papers stated that it was the in- 
tention of the Mayor to pack it with City 
Hall employés so as to secure an indorse- 
ment of Scales and Sullivan, the Democratic 
nominees for the most important political of- 
fices to be filled this fall. Mayor Hopkins 
and hie friends denied this, . Nevertheless 


‘being unable to control the convention held at 


the West Side Turner Hall they broke it up. 

The men who forced themselves into that 
convention to actas Democratic stool pigeons 
are the ones who played the prominent part 
in that farcical convention which was held 
Saturday and which did what it was intended 
the Turner Hall convention should do, It 
took up those two sturdy Laborites, Scales 
and Sullivan, and made one of them candi- 
date for County Judge and the other for 
County Clerk in order to help the Democrats 
to get hold of the election machinery of the 
city and county. That was all the conven. 
tion was held for. It was a transparent con- 
fidence game. No one was fooled by it, and, 
therefore, it was fot worth the money it cost 
to get it up. 

For if there are any of the Debsites, Labor- 
ites, Populists; or other persons supposed to 
be represented by the delegates to Saturday’s 
mock auction convention who like the ticket 
made up by it because it has the names of 
Scales and Sullivan.on it, and who desire to 
elect those individuals, they will vote the 
whole Democratic ticket and will not put 
their X“ marks in the circle opposite what- 
ever name may be given the decoy duck 
ticket, 

But as the ticket will decoy nobody the 
Democrats will not get value returned for the 
money they took out of their campaign fund 
to get up their litjle joker.

TO MAKE OHANGES IN BIG GUNS. 


They Are Found Necessary in Dynamite 
Ordaance as Result of Testa. 

Wasutxeroy, D. C., Sept. 3.—{Special. |— 
One of the results of the test of dynamite 
guns at the Sandy Hook proving grounds 
will be a number of modifications in the next 
group. The modifications, to be sure, will 
be of a minor character and will not by any 
means change the general plan of the new 
weapons. They are expected, however, to 
add greatly to the general efficiency of the 
pieces. No effort will be made to increase 
the range of the guns, although the Ordnance 
officials would be giad to have something in 
this direction undertaken, In order to make 
the change, the company which has the con- 
tract for the gune has requested more time 
in which tofulfill its contracts. This has 
been accorded it by the Ordnance De- 
partment. The Ordnance Department is 
anxious to obtain the best. weapon possible 
and it is for this reason that itis giving tne 
company every opportunity. Some change 
will probably be made in the pneumatic 
arrangement of the guns belonging to the 
next group whereby it is believed that a num- 
ber of advantages may be secured.

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When the nd group of dynamite guns is 
turned uverto the government the contract 
of the government forthis kind of weapon 
will be completed.

AUGURATE A BIG STRIKE 


Expected That the Same Class of Workers 
in Other Large Cities Will Join in 
Making the Demonstration 4 General 
Rebellion Acaiust Présent Conditions

Nuw York, Sept. nn N 8,000 
garment-workers in New York ana Brooklyn. 
who say they have been underpaid, have be- 
gun a great strike. It is estimated that be- 
fore the week is out there will be from 25,000 
to 80,000 people out of work, either as strik- 
ers or because of the strike. The trouble is 
not confined to New York and Brooklyn. In 
Philadelphia, Boston, and other large cities 
similar conditions have existed, and the peo- 
ple have either quit work or have decided 
to quit in the event of a failure to get better 
wages by somo near at hand date, It bids 
fair, ia a word, to be a general strike 
on the part of the swent-shop workers. The 
Executive Board of the United Garment 
Workers of New York today ordered a strike. 
The news spread quickly through the adjacent 
streets and was greeted with cheers. The 
Brotherhood of Tailors and the Operators’ 
Branch of No. 21 Suffolk street speedily fol- 
lowed the example, and the throngs which 
had gathered around these headquarters went 
surging in solid masses over to New Irving 
Hall on Broome street. where a general mess- 
meeting had been called and where it was un- 
derstood the decision to strike would be 
ratified, The hall was filled in a twinkling 
to its utmost capacity and the overflow went 
ina solid column of humanity down the 
winding stairs, through tlie hall, and out into 
the street, where it formed in a great, solid 
mass, reaching blocks away. The whole pop- 
ulation of part of the great East Side seemed 
to have swarmed out upon the sidewalks. 
Herman Levy, a delegate of the Central Ex- 
écutive Board of the Brotherhood of Tailors, 
presided at the meeting. Three or four thou- 
sand people within hearing of his voice adopt- 
ed resolutions usking sympathy from the 
2 and the public and demanding the abo- 
ition of the task system, the adoption of ten 
hours as a day’s work, and that the shops be 
made decent instead of being the foul holes 
that many of them now are. Among the 
speakers were Henry Wachsmann, Abraham 
Seisman, Herman Robinson, Benjamin 
Schweitzer, Meyer Schoenfeld, and Ralph 
Lewis. In not one of the speeches was there 
a trace of anarchistic rant or socialistic theo- 
ries. The heartlessness of sweaters was 
denounced with bitterness, to be sure, and 
the afflictions of the workers were por- 
trayed in vivid colors. But there the 
matter ended. In a temperate, orderly 
way the garment workers asked for a chance 
to earn a decent living ata decent wage.“ 
As things are now men women and chil- 
dren go to work at 4 a. m. and work until 10 
p. m. and earn less than $1 a day. The scale 
of es demanded is that the operators shall 
na ve $14 a week, the tailors $12, the pressers 
$12, and the finishers $9. They further de- 
mand that there shall be no more task work ; 
that contractors shall open their shops at 7 a. 
m. and close them at 6 p. m., and that ten 
hours shall constitute a day's work, It is un- 
derstood many of the employers are willing 
to grant these conditions, provided all will do 
ao, although there is likely to be strong oppo- 
sition to the further demand on the part of the 
strikers that none save union members shall 
be employed, and that all shops shall be con- 
ducted according to the rules of the union. 
This rule promises to be the rock on which 
the agreement, in many instances at least, 
will split. 

Fifteen hundred carpenters, who have been 
working fer 150 subcontractors on numerous 
buildings all over the city, have been ordered 
by delegates of the several unions of carpen- 
ters to go out tomorrow morning. The cause 
of the trouble is that small contractors who 
take sections of the carpenter and joiner work 
on buildings have been in the habit of em- 
ploying workmen at less than $2.50 a day, 
the union rate of wages, the difference be. 
tween the union rate and what they actually 
pay representing the subcontractors’ personal 
profit. This is called the lumping” sys- 
tem. and the carpenters’ unions have been op- 
posing it with much earnestness for a long 
time. Now they are about to try to break it 


up. 
Delegates of all the local branches of the 


United Brotherhood of Carpenters ana Join- 
ers, the United Order of Carpenters and Join- 
ers, and the Progressive Carpenters’ Society 
have decided to order a strike, and will meet 
at 9 a. m. tomorrow to hear reports from dif- 
ferent parts of the city. 


JOHN B. DRAKE JR. TALKS OF HIS TRIP. 


Why the Chicago Party Found Traveling 

a Se Expensive in India. 

New York, Sept. 3.—[Special.]—John B. 
Drake Jr. of Chicago has just reach New 
York from a trip around the world which ex- 
tended over a period of nine months. He 
was accompanied by T. A. Shaw Jr. and W. 
V. D. Wright. also of Chicago. We hada 
fine time, said Mr. Drake yesterday, and 


got along swimmingly everywhere until we 
struck India in March .last. India is usually 
considered a cheap country to travel in, but 
we did not find it so. The hotels charged 
three or four prices for their accommoda. 
tions, and as for the prices of curiosities 
they had gone up out of sight. The natives 
didn’t seem to care whether they sold any- 
thing or not, and they were all rolling in 
wealth. We had heard of the reported depres- 
sion in Iadia and didn’t know what to make of 
the apparent affluence of the natives. What 
do you think the explanation of it was? Wiil- 
jam K. Vanderbilt was traveling just ahead of 
us with a big party, including, I think, some 
of the Sloanes. Every town he struck he 
scattered enough * to keep the Hindoos 
in clover for-a year. e hired all the fast 
trains to begin every body 
else who was going his way had 
to wait until after his departure 
or walk. Then when he cameto a town he 
would hire the best hotel for his own use, and 
nobody else had cay eee at all until he got 
through with it. best hotel in an Indian 
village is none too good I can tell you, and 
some towns only have one that is habitable 
for white people. We got the full effects of 
this artificial inflation of the Indian trade, 
and whenever we tried to buy anything we 
had to beat the dealers down from 60 to 75 

r cent. One week in China was enough 
or us, and from there we went to Ceylon, 
where we spenta month. We hunted for 
elephants there, but didn’t find any, although 
we got on the track of one that must have 
been a regular Jumbo. From lack of time 
we hai to let him go, but we bagged lots of 
deer and elk. party of Chicagoans got 
here Friday on the Lucania, and started for 
home this afternoon.

he has not moved a muscle for ten days. 
he case has caused Dr. E. C. Fortner, the 
Jounty Physician, a great deal of anxiety 
Lynch is now in his second trance 
since his incarceration in the County Jail. 
About Aug. 1 he was arrested on a 
charge of lerceny and held over by Jus- 
tice Bradwell to the Criminal Court, 
and he is now confined in the County Jail 
awaiting trial. Shortly after his arrest he 
showed signs of stupor and when he was taken 


to the jail it had so far advanced that although 


he could stand and answer questions he was 
unable to move a muscle. He was carried on 
a stretcher to a cell and placed on a cot. It 
was thought at the time by the jail officials 
that Lynch was shammung, as such cases are 
frequent, but when the prisoner did not move 
a muscle or take a breath for a week the case 
became.alarming and Dr. Fortner was called 
in. It was his opinion at first that Lynch 
was either shamming or in the first stages of 

He removed the patient to the 


in ta examine him. While the physicians 
were conversing Dr. Fortner jocularly re- 
marked that he thought Lynch should be put 
on the operating table and dissected, The 
corpse-like form showed signs of animation 
immediately, and in the course of two hours 
Lynch was completely revived and as well as 
ever. It was the opinion of some of the phy- 
sicians that Lynch had been shamming, but 
could not understand how he had witb- 
stood the usual tests which are applied in 
such cases and which had uot made him open 
an eye or move a muscle. Candles had been 
burned at his feet, pins had been jabbed into 
his body. and all the tests known for causing 
pain.in such cases were resorted to, but with- 
out effect. Bees 
As son as Lynch came out of his first 
trance he was closely questioned by Dr. Fort- 
ner. He said it was no unusual thing for him 
to relapse into a state of unconsciousness and 
stay that way for weeks. As he was sound 
physically and was susceptible to no foreign 
mesmerie influence it was a puzzle to know 
why lie went into such trances. He claimed 
that during the lethargic stage he was entire 
unconscious of his surroundings and experi- 
enced no more sensation than if he was dead. 
Ten days ago Lynch was again taken back 
to jail and put in a cell. Twenty-four hours 
ufterwurd he was found apparently dea 1. Dr. 
Fortner was again called in, and after doing 
all in his power to awaken him concluded to 
He is fed daily by means of a 
tube inserted in the nose, and it is = possi- 
ble for him to sleep many years. hen seen 
last night Dr. Fortner said: ! 
“This is the strangest case of coma or 
trance or lethargy or whatever you. wish to 
call it that I have seen. Lynch has every 
sign of being in a mesmeric trance, and I 
have almost come to the conclusion that he 
mesmerizes himself and is able to suspend 
animation at his own will. He is a mediocre 
man of no education. I think he possesses a 
peculiar influence over himself, such as has 
seldom ever been reported before. I was un- 
der the impression that he was shamming, 
but he gave no response to external pain, and 
all the usual tests failed. Today I am going 
to apply electricity, and if that fails then 
will call in some of the best experts and have 
them examine him. There is no danger of 
his dy ing now, for he may live for years just 
in that svate.“
